Gfuneral Crops Allo!wonts Kwrivwl 
This office has received tho gener­ 
al crop allotment for all farm s under 
w ork sheets in Wise county. 
The total 
cropland as shown on 
those work sheets 
is 187,1123 acres 
which is far more titan anyone had 
anticipated. 
This 
was 
adjusted 
to 
166,004 acres which is broken 
down 
into the Cotton, 
general 
<*tcps, 
and 
soil conserving crop allotments. These 
allotm ents are as follows: Got ton A l­ 
lotments, 22,711 acres, 
(General Crop 
Allotments, ll ,821 and Soil Conser­ 
ving Crops. 20,542 acres:. 
The total cotton plus the general 
crops allotments is 160.<>64 acres, and 
th ere shows to he 29.959 acres of idle 
land. The total of tile two Would equal 
187,023 acres, tin* total acres fi r the 
county. 
It was this excessive acres of total 
cropland that brought our cotton per 
centage factor so low. T hat is the ra ­ 
tio of 22,711 cf 
cotton 
to 
106.004 
acres of cropland. 
This is the thing 
th at has caused a reduction of cot ten 
acres oil some 
farm s under former 
estimated allotments. The Cotton acre­ 
age alb ttod is rather liberal, hut tin'

stances the benefit payments accru­
